Council Acts to Qualify for Sewer Grant 


Meeting on special call to com¬ 
ply with a deadline for obtaining 
a $1.5 million federal grant for 
the city’s sewer and drainage 
construction program, Granite 
City council members last night 
sailed through the routine pro¬ 
cedure in record time, then be¬ 
came embroiled in a lengthy ar¬ 
gument that, for a while at 
least endangered the fate of the 
grant. 

Despit repeated explanations 
by City Atty. Richard Alien that 
the resolution the aldermen had 
just approved was in proper 
form, and warnings by Mayor 
Donald Partney.that the resolu¬ 
tion had to be mailed to federal 
officials today (Thursday) to 
meet the grant requirements, 
several council members at¬ 
tempted to amend the resolution 
and, failing that, tried to lay the 
entire matter over until Monday 
night’s regular meeting. 

Some of the dissension cen¬ 
tered around the fact that Horace 
Calvo, attorney specially em¬ 
ployed to handle the city’s bond 
matters in the sewer construction 
program, did not show up at the 
meeting. At one point Alderman 
Paul Rutledge told Allen to in¬ 
form Calvo to be present at fu¬ 
ture meetings "or we’ll get an¬ 
other attorney.” 

Challenge Wording 

The argument centered around 
the wording of a resolution which 
confirmed the canvass of the 
vote for last Saturday’s $1,900,000 
sewer bond election, and which 
will serve as official notice to the 
Housing and Urban Development 
Agency that Granite City has its 
matching share of funds to qual¬ 
ify for the $1.5 million federal 
grant. Had the bond issue pro¬ 
posal lost in the June 10 ballot¬ 
ing, Granite City would have 
lost the grant, and the city had 
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been so notified. 

Disapproval of the words "gen¬ 
eral obligation bonds” in the 
resolution did not develop, how¬ 
ever, until after the resolution 
had been approved by a speedy 
12 to 1 vote within minutes after 
the mayor called the meeting to 
order. Alderman Parmley cast 
the only dissenting vote. Aider- 
men Bartosiak, Basarich and 
Dallas were absent. 

Mayor Partney then explained 
that a resolution authorizing the 
sale'Of bonds and a call for bids 
had not been completed in time 
for last night’s meeting, but 
would be introduced in the regu¬ 
lar meeting next Monday. Aider- 
man Robertson moved for ad¬ 
journment and the motion re- 1 
ceived a second. 

At this point, however, Aider- 
man Ford Johnson asked for an 
explanation of the words “gen¬ 
eral obligation bonds” in the con¬ 
firming resolution, pointing out 
that actually $125,000 of the 
amount is to be in revenue bonds 
and the balance of $1,775,000 in 
general obligation bonds. 

Says Resolution In Error 

Johnson insisted the resolu¬ 
tion that had just been passed 
should be written in specific fig¬ 
ures and that the resolution ap¬ 
proved was in error. 

Both the mayor and Alien ex¬ 
plained at length that the resolu¬ 
tion just passed was not a legal 
document effecting the tax ex¬ 
tension or the actual issuance" of 
bonds, but merely constituted an 
official notice to HUD that the 
voters had approved a bond issue 
to provide the city’s share of 
matching funds for the federal 
grant. Mayor Partney said the

ordinance authorizing the bond 
issue will ‘‘spell out” in detail 
the-type and amount of bonds to 
be issued as well as the legal 
descriptions of all property ih- 
cluded in the seWer improvement 
program. 

Allen said Calvo had informed 
him that the resolution Calvo 
prepared for approval last night, 
which referred only to $1,900,000 
in "general obligation bonds” 
and made no mention of "reve¬ 
nue bonds,” was a customary 
form used in notifying federal 
agencies. Allen said he thought 
any amendment to the resolu¬ 
tion "would just confuse the is¬ 
sue” and could result in difficul¬ 
ty over the federal grant. 

Alderman Charles Moeriien en¬ 
tered the discussion with the 
remark “I’m no lawyer, but I'm 
acquainted with their shenani¬ 
gans ... this resolution was not 
prepared in accordance with-,the 
council’s instructions. The resolu¬ 
tion should specify that $125,000 
cf the amount is to be in revenue 
bonds and $1,775,000 in general 
obligation bonds.”^ 

Moeriien then moved for recon¬ 
sideration of the resolution, and 
Johnson gave his second to the 
motion. Alderrpan Samuel Whit- 
mer suggested, "the best thing 
would be to cancel the whole 
thing out and wait until Calvo is 
here.” 

Mayor nartney pointed out to 
Mqerlien that-his motion was out 
of order because the adjourn¬ 
ment motion made earlier by 
Robertson still was oji the floor. 

Partney then called a voice vote 
on the adjournment motion, and 
upon hearing a number of nega¬ 
tives votes ordered a roil call 
vote. The adjournment was voted 
down eight to five. 

Action Inconsistent

tions . . . but this resolution will f 
not affect the bond resolutions | 
we pass in the future.”

Moeriien then put his motion 'f 
again for amendment of the res- | 
olution to specify bond amounts. • 
Partney told the council, "All 1 
this is going to do is confuse the 
issue . . . this notice has to be 
mailed tomorrow. A general ar- | 
gument ensued, and Moeriien f 
withdrew his motion for amend- | 
ment of the figures as Alderman | 
Walter Nonn suggested the mat- g

Motion Loses

County Share of Sales 
Tax Up in 1st Quarter 

Madison county will receive 
$17,484 from unincorporated area 
sales taxes for March, the Illi¬ 
nois Revenue Department in¬ 
formed Mis? Eulalia Hotz, county 
clerk, this week. 

The figure is a new March 
record, topping the $17,254 re¬ 
ceived for March 1966. 

Of the four-cents-a-dollar sales 
tax, the state retains three and 
h half rents and returns a half- 
cent to the county, less 4% for 
administrative costs. This deduc¬ 
tion amounted to $728 for March. 

Another factor in reducing the 
$18,445 gross collection to $17,484 
was deferral of $232 in protested 
taxes pending litigation. 

The $45,362 derived by the 
county treasury for the first 
quarter of this year compares to 
$44,185 at a similar point a year 
ago and $38,562 in January- 
March 1965. 

Grand total since ihe tax went 
into effect in Madison county 
Oct. 1, 1 959, is $1,295,80 5.

Officer Retires 


Truancy calls made by Truant 
Officer James R. Lowder during 
thfe 1966-67 school year totaled 
1145, a report to the school 
board showed Monday night. 

Lowder escorted to school 167 
students, including 60 to Granite 
City high school, 38 to Central 
junior high, 35 to Coolidge junior 
high, 16 to Prather junior high, 
eight to McKinley grade school, 
five (o Maryville grade school, 
four to Logan grade schooL and 
one to Lake grade school. 

Six cases were taken to court, 
including two students whose 
parents were found guilty and 
whose attendance subsequently j 
improved. Two other cases were 
listed as pending, one pupil was 
sent to Boys’ Town at Grafton 
and one student was referred to 
a child welfare agency. 

478 Known Cases 

There were 478 known cases 
of truancy for all schools during 
the year, Lowder reported. 

His report for May showed 35 
known cases of truancy and 82 
home calls, with 1121 miles 
driven. A statutory letter was 
delivered and two days were 
spent in court. Four cases were 
referred to the Coordinated 
Youth Services during the month. 

Lowder, former Granite City 
police detective chief, was among 
the employees whose resignations 
were accepted by the board Mon¬ 
day night. 

A decision on the timing of a 
replacement will be made after 
fall attendance and' truancy 
trends are studied. Frank Kraus, 
assistant to Supt. Bob J. Davis, 
will represent the district at 
truancy hearings for the time 
being. 

Efforts Praised 

Supt. Davis pfaised Lowder’s 
work and said a complete pro¬ 
cedural file has been developed 
by Lowder to simplify the tru¬ 
ancy duties.

Opening of an intensive care unit this month 
spotlights St. Elizabeth Hospital’s dedication to 
the health needs of this community and its interest 
in providing the moat up-to-date services and 
equipment. Such units are credited with saving 
lives and reducing the critical nature of some 
ailments and injuries. 

The local hospital's ability to provide such 
facilities is related directly to the adequacy of its 
capital expansion funds. The current drive to 
permit hospital growth and modernization has 
passed the $1 million or "minimum” goal, and 
the response by each Quad-City resident and • 
organization will help determine whether the next 
$500,000 is raised to reach the “chajlenge" goal. 

As hospital officials have pointed out, the 
equipment and departments that permit highly 
efficient treatment are costly, requiring strong 
financial support by the public: 

"It used to be that 35% of hospital space 
was allocated to ancillary facilities—supporting 
services, such as x-ray, operating rooms, emer¬ 
gency, obstetrics, dietary, physical therapy, etc.— 
and 65% was reserved for patient beds. Today 
these figures are reversed, because of the tremen¬ 
dous strides in science and medicine. 

"Years ago, a hospital was regarded in 
somber tones, as a place to go when hope was . 
gone. Today, it is a place of prevention, hope, 
care and cure. To keep abreast of modern-day 
medicine, it must answer the increasing demand 
for enlarged and expanded ancillary facilities." 

Despite the cost, no one would want to 
return to less enlightened eras when the statistical 
chances of prompt recovery were less encouraging. 

Nothing less than a 1967 hospital is. good 
enough for Quad-Cityans in 1967. For this rea¬ 
son, success of the St. Elizabeth Hospital building 
fund campaign is essential, justifying generous 
gifts by all.

24 GCHS Students Ask 
Junior College Aid 

Twenty-four requests have been 
received from Granite City high 
school graduates to pay • for tui¬ 
tion to junior colleges in the state 
for the next school year. 

It represents a heavy increase’ 
from only four or five who made 
requests this year. 

At Venice, two students have 
applied for tuition pay by the 
school district, compared to three 
last year. The total for Madison 
county rose from 47 to 115. The 
Madison school district had none. 

Under state law, school dis¬ 
tricts which are not located in 
Class I junior college districts 
must help pay tuition for their 
students wishing to attend junior 
college districts elsewhere in the 
state' if they request it. 

The districts must pay the full 
tuition except the amount reim¬ 
bursed by the state. Nearly three 
weeks remain for high school 
graduates to apply for assistance 
from their school districts. 

A referendum proposing estab¬ 
lishment of a junior college dis¬ 
trict for this region was defeated 
April 1.

The dean of the college of edu¬ 
cation 'at Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity at Carbondale is looking 
forward to the first students this 
fall in the new Ford Foundation 
occupational instructor project. 

Elmer J. Clark described the 
project, a joint venture of the 
university and the Junior College 
District of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, as a "most promising de¬ 
velopment” in the adequate prep¬ 
aration of junior college teachers 
and administrators. 

Clark, who said that "whether 
or not we can solve the problems 
involving the preparation of jun¬ 
ior college teachers . . . will be 
a major factor determining the 
success or failure of tomorrow’s 
junior colleges,” talked specific¬ 
ally about die project sponsored 
through a $200,000 four-year grant 
of the Ford Foundation. Ken 
August Brunner, chairman of 
higher education at SJU, is act¬ 
ing director. 

The project, Clark said, has 
established three master's de¬ 
gree curricula: (a) a one-year 
program for teachers of aca¬ 
demic courses for occupational 
students, such as communica¬ 
tions, social science, and techni¬ 
cal mathematics: (b) a one-year 
program for teachers of occupa¬ 
tional courses, such as data 
processing, secretarial science, 
and technology, dental hygiene, 
and library .assisting; and (c) a 
three^year program for graduates 
of two-year, post-high school oc¬ 
cupational programs with associ¬ 
ate degrees or similar awards. 

Stipends will be paid during 
the intership period at one-half 
the rate paid for full-time faculty 
members with comparable quali¬ 
fications. 

Clark said present plans call 
for 10 to 15 students for the in¬ 
ternship experience in the fall of 
1967 and not more than 25 to 30 
students each succeeding term

All students who live in non¬ 
junior college districts and fail 
to notify their high school board 
by July 1 of their intent to at¬ 
tend a junior college will prob¬ 
ably be denied the opportunity 
to attend a junior college. 

Junior College District 522 
with its college located at Belle 
ville, will adhere strictly to the 
policy.

Starfish Fossils 
Found by Geologists 

One of the-world's few report¬ 
ed concentrations of tiny star- 
.fish-shaped fossils have been 
found in a Saline County strip 
mine area by two Southern Illi¬ 
nois University geologists. 

George H. Fraunfelter and 
John E. Utgaard, SIU assistant 
professors of geology, discovered 
the microfossils imbedded in 
limestone boulders in a small 
area of strip mine banks near 
Carrier Mills. They say the fos¬ 
sils are an extinct primitive 
form of starfish belonging to the 
Edrioasteroid group. They are 
not more than a half-inch in 
diameter and sometimes are at¬ 
tached to imbedded mussel 
shells. Although living about 300 
million years ago, they are com¬ 
paratively young as geologists 
consider time, and are called 1 
the most recent of the Edrioas- 
teroids.

“Teaching should be the fore¬ 
most interest in the first year, 
while grade reporting and 
scheduling could be added the 
second year. Attendance and 
census could follow. The last 
item that is practical to add is 
the business applications. 

“To handle financial account¬ 
ing in a school computer center, 
the experts agreed that in a sys¬ 
tem our size it would not be 
economically feasible until the 
first equipment was in operation 
for five to seven years.”
